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(B) a study evaluating alternative long-
term sources of revenue to support the Highway
Trust Fund, considering the findings, conclu-
stons, and recommendations of a recent study by
the Transportation Research Board of the Na-
tional Academy of Sciences on alternatives to the
Juel tax to support highway program financing
and other relevant prior research.

(2) FUNCTIONS.—The Commission shall—

(1) contribute to national deployment goals and
objectives outlined in the national intelligent trans-
portation system program plan;

(2) promote cooperation among agencies, juris-
dictions, and the private sector, as evidenced by
signed memoranda of understanding that clearly de-
fine the responsibilities and relations of all parties to

a partnership arrangement, including institutional
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relationships and financial agreements needed to sup-
port deployment of intelligent transportation systems;

(3) encourage private sector involvement and fi-
nancial commitment to such deployment to the maax-
mmum extent practicable through innovative financial
arrangements, especially public-private partnerships,
wmeluding arrangements that generate revenue to offset
public investment costs;

(4) enhance fully integrated intelligent transpor-
tation system deployment;

(5) create technical capacity for effective oper-
ations and maintenance of such systems;

“(b) AGREEMENTS.—

mto a memorandum of understanding with a State
participating i the pilot program setting forth the
responsibilities to be assigned under subsection (a)(2)
and the terms and conditions under which the assign-
ment 1s being made.

“(2) CERTIFICATION.—Before the Secretary en-
ters into a memorandum of understanding with «
State under paragraph (1), the State shall certify
that the State has in effect laws (including regula-
tions) applicable to projects carried out and funded
under this title and chapter 53 of title 49 that author-
1ze the State to carry out the responsibilities being as-
sumed.

“(B) the Secretary determines that the State
has the capability to assume the responsibilities.

“(4) OTHER FEDERAL AGENCY VIEWS.—Before
asstgning to a State a responsibility of the Secretary
that requires the Secretary to consull with another
Federal agency, the Secretary shall solicit the views of
the Federal agency.

“(d) StATE DEFINED.—With respect to the rec-

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“(e) PRESERVATION OF PUBLIC INTEREST CONSIDER-

ATION.

“(B) SAFETY EXCEPTION.—A State agency
may restrict use of the HOV facility by motor-
cycles or bicycles (or both) if the agency certifies
to the Secretary that such use would create a
safety hazard and the Secretary accepts the cer-
tification. The Secretary may accept a certifi-
cation under this subparagraph only after the
Secretary publishes notice of the certification in
the Federal Register and provides an oppor-
tunity for public comment.

“(4) LOW EMISSION AND ENERGY-EFFICIENT VE-

“(A) INHERENTLY LOW-EMISSION VEHI-

CLE.—Before September 30, 2009, the State

agency may allow wvehicles that are certified as
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mherently low-emission vehicles pursuant to sec-
tion 88.311-93 of title 40, Code of Federal Regu-
lations, and are labeled in accordance with sec-
tion 88.312-93 of such title, to use the HOV fa-
cility if the agency establishes procedures for en-

charged wunder subsections (b)(3) and (b)(4) on a
HOV facility on the Interstate System.

“(B) Establishing, managing, and sup-
porting an enforcement program that ensures
that the facility 1s being operated in accordance
with the requirements of this section.

“(C) Limiting or discontinuing the use of
the facility by such vehicles if the presence of

such vehicles has degraded the operation of the

Jacility.

“(2) DEGRADED FACILITY.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of para-
graph (1), the operation of a HOV facility shall
be considered to be degraded if vehicles operating
on the facility are failing to maimtain a min-
vmum average operating speed 90 percent of the

time over a consecutive 6G-month period during
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morning or evening weekday peak howr periods
(or both).

“(B) MINIMUM AVERAGE OPERATING SPEED
DEFINED.—In subparagraph (A), the term ‘min-
vmum average operating speed’ means—

SEC. 1212. OPENING OF INTERSTATE RAMPS.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later 30 days after the date of
enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall open the ramp
connecting Interstate Route 495 and Arena Drive in Prince
George’s County, Maryland, for the purpose of allowing
motor vehicles to exit Interstate Route 495 in both northern
and southern directions onto Arena Drive. Such ramp shall
be open for 24 hours a day, every day during the calendar
year.

(b) FULLY OPENING ARENA DRIVE RAMP.—
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(1) Stupy.—The Secretary shall conduct a study
to determine the most appropriate method for opening
the ramps for allowing motor vehicles to enter Inter-
state Route 495 from Arena Drive.

(2) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall
transmit to Congress a report on the results of the
study.

(¢c) LIMITATION ON STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.—
Nothing in the section shall be construed as altering current
traffic management protocols to the Arena Drive ramps
during stadium events.

Subtitle C—Mobility and Efficiency
SEC. 1301. NATIONAL CORRIDOR INFRASTRUCTURE IM-
PROVEMENT PROGRAM.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall establish and
implement a program to make allocations to States for
highway construction projects in corridors of national sig-
nificance to promote economic growth and international or
wterregional trade pursuant to the selection factors pro-
vided in this section. A State must submit an application
to the Secretary in order to receive an allocation under this
section.

(b) SELECTION PROCESS.—
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(1) PRIORITY—In the selection process under
this section, the Secretary shall give priorvity to
projects in corridors that are a part of, or will be des-
wnated as part of, the Dwight D. Eisenhower Na-
tional System of Interstate and Defense Highways
after completion of the work described in the applica-
tion recewved by the Secretary and to any project that
will be completed within 5 years of the date of the al-
location of funds for the project.

(2) SELECTION FACTORS.—In making alloca-
tions under this section, the Secretary shall consider
the following factors:

(A) The extent to which the corridor pro-
vides a link between 2 existing segments of the
Interstate System.

(B) The extent to which the project will fa-
cilitate - major multistate or regional mobility
and economic growth and development in areas
underserved by existing highway infrastructure.

(C) The extent to which commercial vehicle
traffic in the corridor—

(1) has increased since the date of en-
actment of the North American Free Trade

Agreement Implementation Act (16 U.S.C.

4401 et seq.); and
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(11) 1s projected to increase in the fu-
ture.

(D) The extent to which international
truck-borne commodities move through the cor-
ridor.

(E) The extent to which the project unll
make improvements to an existing segment of the
Interstate System that will result in a decrease
m congestion.

(F) The reduction in commercial and other
travel time through a major frewght corridor ex-
pected as a result of the project.

(G) The value of the cargo carried by com-
mercial vehicle traffic in the corridor and the
economic costs arising from congestion in the
corridor.

(H) The extent of leveraging of Federal
Junds provided to carry out this section, includ-
mg—

(1) use of imnovative financing;

(11) combination with funding pro-
vided under other sections of this Act and
title 23, United States Code; and

(111) combination with other sources of

Federal, State, local, or private funding.
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(¢c) PERIOD OF AVAILABILITY.—Funds allocated for a
project to a State under this section shall remain available
Jor obligation in that State until 6 months from the day
on which they are allocated. Sums not obligated within 6
months of the day on which they are allocated shall be
available to the Secretary to be allocated for other projects
eligible under this section.

(d) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the cost
of a project under this section shall be determined in accord-
ance with section 120(b) of title 23, United States Code.

() APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23.—FExcept as provided
wm subsections (¢) and (d), funds made available by section
1101(a)(10) of this Act to carry out this section shall be
available for obligation in the same manner as if such funds
were apportioned under chapter 1 of title 2.3, United States
Code.

(f) StATE DEFINED.—In this section, the term “State”
has the meaning such term has under section 101 of title
23, United States Code.

SEC. 1302. COORDINATED BORDER INFRASTRUCTURE PRO-
GRAM.

(a) GENERAL AUTHORITY.—The Secretary shall im-
plement a coordinated border infrastructure program under
whach the Secretary shall distribute funds to border States

to vmprove the safe movement of motor vehicles at or across
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1 the border between the United States and Canada and the

2 border between the United States and Mexico.

3
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(b) ELIGIBLE USES.—A State may use funds appor-

tioned under thas section only for—

(1) improvements in a border region to existing
transportation and supporting infrastructure that fa-
cilitate cross-border motor wvehicle and cargo move-
ments;

(2) construction of highways and related safety
and safety enforcement facilities i a border region
that facilitate motor vehicle and cargo movements re-
lated to international trade;

(3) operational improvements in a border region,
meluding vmprovements relating to electronic data
mterchange and use of telecommunications, to expe-
dite cross border motor vehicle and cargo movement;

(4) modifications to requlatory procedures to ex-
pedite safe and efficient cross border motor vehicle
and cargo movements; and

(5) anternational coordination of transportation
planning, programming, and border operation with
Canada and Mexico relating to expediting cross bor-
der motor vehicle and cargo movements.

(¢) APPORTIONMENT OF FUNDS.—On October 1 of each

25 fiscal year, the Secretary shall apportion among border
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1 States sums authorized to be appropriated to carry out this

2 section for such fiscal year as follows:

3
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(1) 20 percent in the ratio that—

(A) the total number of incoming commer-
cial trucks that pass through the land border
ports of entry within the boundaries of a border
State, as determined by the Secretary; bears to

(B) the total number of incoming commer-
cial trucks that pass through such ports of entry
within the boundaries of all the border States, as
determined by the Secretary.

(2) 30 percent in the ratio that—

(A) the total number of incoming personal
motor vehicles and incoming buses that pass
through land border ports of entry within the
boundaries of a border State, as determined by
the Secretary; bears to

(B) the total number of incoming personal
motor wvehicles and incoming buses that pass
through such ports of entry within the bound-
aries of all the border States, as determined by
the Secretary.

(3) 25 percent in the ratio that—
(A) the total weight of incoming cargo by

commercial trucks that pass through land border
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ports of entry within the boundaries of a border
State, as determined by the Secretary; bears to

(B) the total weight of incoming cargo by
commercial trucks that pass through such ports
of entry within the boundaries of all the border
States, as determined by the Secretary.

(4) 25 percent of the ratio that—

(A) the total number of land border ports of
entry within the boundaries of a border State, as
determined by the Secretary; bears to

(B) the total number of land border ports of
entry within the boundaries of all the border
States, as determined by the Secretary.

(d) APPLICABILITY OF TITLE 23.—Funds made avail-
able to carry out this section shall be available for obliga-
tion in the same manner as if such funds were apportioned
under chapter 1 of title 2.3, United States Code; except that
such funds shall not be transferable and shall remain avail-
able until expended and the Federal share of the cost of a
project under this section shall be S0 percent.

() DEFINITIONS.—In this section, the following defini-
tions apply:

(1) BORDER REGION.—The term “border region”

means any portion of a border State within 20 miles
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of an international land border with Canada or Mex-
1c0.

(2) BORDER STATE.—The term “border State”
means any State that has an international land bor-
der with Canada or Mexico.

(3) COMMERCIAL TRUCK.—The term “commer-
cial truck” means a commercial motor vehicle as de-
Jfined in section 31301(4) (other than subparagraph
(B)) of title 49, United States Code.

(4) Moror VEHICLE.—The term “motor vehicle”
has the meaning such term has under section 101(a)
of title 23, United States Code.

(5) StATE—The term “State” has the meaning
such term has in section 101(a) of such title 23.

SEC. 1303. FREIGHT INTERMODAL CONNECTORS.
(a) IN GENERAL.—

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall estab-
lish a freight intermodal connector program to im-
prove productivity and improve the efficiency of the
transportation of freight, while mitigating congestion
m the area of freight intermodal connectors.

(2) PURPOSES.—The purposes of the program
shall be—

(A) to facilitate and support intermodal

Sfrewght transportation initiatives at the State
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and local levels in order to improve freight inter-

modal connectors and mitigate the impact of

congestion in the area of such connectors; and

(B) to provide capital funding to address
wmfrastructure and freight operational needs at
freight intermodal connectors.

(b) StATE RESPONSIBILITIES.—Under the program,
each State shall ensure that intermodal frewght transpor-
tation and trade facilitation and are adequately addressed
wmtegrated into the project development process, including
transportation planning, through final design and con-
struction of freight related transportation projects.

(¢c) ELIGIBLE PROJECTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Projects eligible for funding
under this section may include the construction of
and vmprovements to publicly owned freight inter-
modal connectors, the provision of access to such con-
nectors, and operational 1mprovements for such con-
nectors (including capital investment for intelligent
transportation systems); except that a project located

(2) SPEcIAL RULE—If a State that does not
have any freight intermodal connectors within its
boundaries or has only freight intermodal connectors
within its boundaries that are in good condition and
provide an adequate level of service, projects within
the boundaries of the State that are eligible for assist-
ance under section 103(b)(6) of title 23, United States
Code, relating to the National Highway System, shall
be eligible for funding under this section.

(6) A program dedicated to constructing projects
of national and regional significance 1s necessary to
mmprove the safe, secure, and efficient movement of
people and goods throughout the Unated States and
mmprove the health and welfare of the national econ-
omy.

(b) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM.—The Secretary

25 titves for projects of national and regional significance.
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(¢) DEFINITIONS.—

(1) ELIGIBLE PROJECT COSTS.—The term “eligi-
ble project costs” means the costs of—

(f) RULEMAKING.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after
the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall
wssue a rule to implement the pilot program. The rule
shall wnclude the following factors for eligibility of a
highway construction project to be included in the
Program:

(A) A requirement that the contract for the

project must include a long-term limited war-
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ranty that 1s of a duration sufficient to ensure
that—

(1) the cost to the State of the project
that will be carried out 1s less than the esti-
mated cost to construct the project without
the warranty plus the estimated costs that
would be incurred by the State and that
would otherwise be covered during the pro-
posed warranty period if a warranty were
wm effect; and

(11) the estvmated cost to road wusers
during the warranty period is less than
such estimated cost without a warranty.

(B) In determining the sufficient duration
of a long-term Limated warranty under subpara-
graph (A), the Secretary shall establish separate
sufficient  durations  for different types of
projects, such as initial construction, pavement
resurfacing and rehabilitation, and pavement
markings.

(C) A requirement that the limited war-
ranty must address, at a minimum—

(1) the responsibilities of the warranty

provider;
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(11) the responsibilities of the Depart-
ment of Transportation;

(111) the terms of the warranty, includ-
mg duration and, of applicable, traffic vol-
umes and vehicle classification; and

(1v) performance criteria to be met to
determane 1f maintenance 1s required.

(2) FACTORS TO CONSIDER.—In issuing the rule,
the Secretary may consider the following factors as
requirements for the warranty contract for eligibility
under the pilot program:

(A4) A plan to account for inflation during
the warranty period.

(B) The frequency of performance assess-
ments performed.

(C) The response time for repairs.

(D) A plan for emergency repairs.

(E) Clearly set out limits of liability under
the warranty, if any.

(F) Dispute resolution provisions.

(G) A severability provision.

(H) Other provisions the Secretary con-
siders necessary for carrying out the program.

(9) SAVINGS.—RSection 112 of title 23, Unated States

25 Code, shall apply to the projects carried out under this sec-
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tion unless the Secretary determines that applying such sec-
tion to such projects is inconsistent with the provisions of
this section.

(h) REPORTS.—Not later than 5 years after the date
of enactment of this Act and every year thereafter, the Sec-
retary shall transmit to the Commattee on Transportation
and Infrastructure of the House of Representatives and the
Committee on Environment and Public Works of the Senate
a report outlining activities carried out under the program
and the results of the program.

(5) requirements for debt financing instruments,
reimbursable expenses, and conditions on payments;

(6) limatation on fees charged at federally funded

fringe and corridor parking facilities;

(7) revenues needed to provide a reasonable rate
of return to private investors;

(8) costs to users of facilities due to 1mposition
of tolls;

(9) sales-in-lease-out arrangement of transpor-
tation assets; and

(10) such other matters as the Secretary con-
siders appropriate.

(¢) REPORT—

(1) To SECRETARY.—Under the agreement, the
Natronal Academy of Sciences shall submit to the Sec-
retary a report on the results of the study by such
date as the Secretary may require.

(2) To CONGRESS.—Not later than January 1,
2007, the Secretary shall transmat to the Commitlee
on Transportation and Infrastructure of the House of

Representatives and the Committee on Environment
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and Public Works of the Senate a copy of the report

tains such information as the Secretary requives.
FEach application shall contain a description of pro-
posed projects to be carried by the State under the
pilot program.

(2) ELIGIBILITY.—A proposed project shall be el-
1gible for assistance under the pilot program if the
project—

(A) constructs, reconstructs, or rehabilitates
a route or connection on a Federal-aid highway
eligible for assistance under chapter 1 of title 23,
United States Code;

(B) uses imnovative technologies, manufac-
turing processes, financing, or contracting meth-
ods that vmprove safety, reduce congestion due to
construction, and vmprove quality; and

(C) meets additional criteria as determined
by the Secretary.

(3) PROJECT PROPOSAL.—A project proposal
submatted under paragraph (1) shall contain—

(A) an vdentification and description of the
projects to be delivered;

(B) a description of how the projects will

result in improved safety, faster construction, re-
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duced congestion due to construction, user satis-

Jaction, and improved quality;

(C) a description of the innovative tech-
nologies, manufacturing processes, financing,
and contracting methods that will be used for the
proposed projects; and

(D) such other information as the Secretary
may requare.

(4) SELECTION CRITERIA.—In selecting projects
for approval under this section, the Secretary shall
ensure that the projects provide an evaluation of a
broad range of technologies in a wide variety of
project types and shall give priovity to the projects
that—

(A) address achieving the Highways for
LIFE performance standards for quality, safety,
and speed of construction;

(B) deliver and deploy innovative tech-
nologies, manufacturing processes, financing,
contracting practices, and performance measures
that will demonstrate substantial vmprovements
m safety, congestion, quality, and cost-effective-
ness;

(C) anclude innovation that will lead to

change n the administration of the State’s
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transportation program to more quickly con-
struct long-lasting, high-quality, cost-effective
projects that improve safety and reduce conges-
tion;

(D) are or will be ready for construction
within 12 months of approval of the project pro-
posal; and

(E) meet such other criteria as the Sec-
retary determines appropriate.

(5) FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE.—

(A) FUNDS FOR HIGHWAYS FOR LIFE
PROJECTS.—Out of amounts made available to
carry out this section for a fiscal year, the Sec-
retary may allocate to a State up to 20 percent,
but not more than $15,000,000, of the total cost
of a project approved under this section. Not-
withstanding any other provision of law, funds
allocated to a State under this subparagraph
may be applied to the non-Federal share of the
cost of construction of a project under title 23,
United States Code.

(B) USE OF APPORTIONED FUNDS.—A State
may obligate not more than 10 percent of the
amount apportioned to the State under 1 or

more of paragraphs (1), (2), (3), and (4) of sec-
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tion 104(b) of title 23, United States Code, for

a fiscal year for projects approved under this sec-
tion.

(C) INCREASED FEDERAL SHARE.—Not-
withstanding sections 120 and 129 of title 23,
United States Code, the Federal share payable on

account of any project constructed with Federal

Junds allocated under this section, or appor-

tioned under section 104(b) of such title, to a
State under such title and approved under this
section may amount to 100 percent of the cost of
construction of such project.

(D) LIMITATION ON STATUTORY CONSTRUC-
TION.—Except as provided in subparagraph (C),
nothing in this subsection shall be construed as
altering or otherwise affecting the applicability
of the requivements of chapter 1 of title 23,
Unated States Code (including requirements re-
lating to the eligibility of a project for assistance
under the program and the location of the
project), to amounts apportioned to a State for
a program under section 104(b) that are obli-
gated by the State for projects approved under

this subsection.
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(6) PROJECT SELECTIONS.—In the period of fis-
cal years 2005 through 2009, the Secretary shall ap-
prove at least one project in each State for participa-
tion wn the pilot program and for financial assistance
under paragraph (5) if the State submits an applica-
tion and the project meets the eligibility requirements
and selection criteria under this subsection.

(¢) TECHNOLOGY PARTNERSHIPS.—

(1) IN GENERAL—The Secretary wmay make
grants or enter into cooperative agreements or other
transactions to foster the development, vmprovement,
and creation of innovative technologies and facilities
to vmprove safety, enhance the speed of highway con-
struction, and vmprove the quality and durability of
highways.

(2) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the
cost of an actwity carried out under this subsection
shall not exceed SO percent.

(d) TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER AND INFORMATION DIS-
SEMINATION.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall conduct a
Highways for LIFE technology transfer program.

(2) AVAILABILITY OF INFORMATION.—The Sec-
retary shall ensure that the information and tech-

nology used, developed, or deployed under this sub-
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section 1s made available to the transportation com-

munity and the public.

(¢) STAKEHOLDER INPUT AND INVOLVEMENT.—The
Secretary shall establish a process for stakeholder input and
mvolvement in the development, vmplementation, and eval-
uation of the Highways for LIFE pilot program. The proc-
ess may wnclude participation by representatives of State
departments of transportation and other interested persons.

(f) PROJECT MONITORING AND KEVALUATION.—The
Secretary shall monitor and evaluate the effectiveness of
any actwity carried out under this section.

(9) CONTRACT AUTHORITY.—Funds authorized to be
appropriated to carry out this section shall be available for
obligation in the same manner as if the funds were appor-
tioned under chapter 1 of title 2.3, United States Code.
